The CASE of Franck Anneſley, Eſq; <7, 


Hat by an AQtof Parliament,paſsd in the x 1th Year of the Reign of his late Majeſty 
King William of glorious Memory, all the Eſtates of Ireland, forfeited for the 
late Rebellion, as alſo the Eſtate of the late King James, were veſted in certain 
Truſtees in the ſaid Att named to be ſold for Pay ment of the Publick Debts. 


And that none might be thereby prejudiced, every Perſon having any Eſtate or Intereſt 

in the {aid Fortertures or Eſtate of the late King James, before the 13th of February 1688, 

were to enter their Claims with the faid Truſtees, on or before the 10th of Auguit 1700: 

And for default of ſuch Entry, their Eſtates and Intereſts were to be for ever barr*d, and 

I without remedy, and the Decrees of the {aid Truſtees were thereupon to be final, and to be 

obey'd by all Perſons : And atter determination of the Claims, the Truſtees were impower'd 

to {ell by Cant the ſaid Eſtates veſted in them, and to convey the ſame to the beſt Bidder ; 

the Purchaſer to hold the faid Eſtates,diſcherg?d of all Claims and Demands,except ſuch as 
were allow*d by the {aid Truftces. 


That Robert Dixon, Eſq, did enter his Claim before the ſaid Truſtees for 5 Parts of the 

d Lands of T zpperar 1n the County of Kz/dare, in the ſaid Kingdom, as deſcended from his 
Ancettors, and that the ſame was no Parr of the late King James's Eſtate ; and upon hear 
ing the ſaid Claim betore the Truſtees by Councel for the Claimant and the Publick, the 
Truſtces did decree one Motety to the Claimant Dzxoz, and dilmiſs'd his Claim for the 


other Moiety, as being the Eſtate of the late King F.mes. 


That the ſaid Francis Anneſley, having been before the paſſing the ſaid ACt Tenant to the 
{aid Lands, and paying ſor the ſame the yearly Rent of 12/7. 10s. to Thomas Brodrick, Eſq; 
and to Robert Rochford, Elq;, and others, Receivers for the Counteſs of Orkney, to whom 
the ſaid Eſtate, as Part of the ſaid late King James's was printed, as by their Receipts, 
ready to be produced, may appear. And the ſaid Frazcs Anneſley, not doubting but thac 
all, Purchaſers, under the Sanction of an Exgliſh Law, ſhould be ſafe, and quictly enjoy 
their Purchaſes, when the ſaid Lands were ſet up to Sale, the faid Frencis Anneſtey Gil 
bid upon the Cant for the ſame 600 7. the Agent of the ſaid Dixon having bid 595 7. only ; 
and thereupon the laid Francis Anreſiey was declared the Purchaſer, and had the ſaid Moicty 
of Tippenan, conveyed to him and lus Heirs, by Deed indcated and inrolPd, according to 
the Diretions cf the ſaid AQ. 

That the ſaid Robert Dixon brought his EjeCtment for the ſaid Moicty ſo convey*sd, to 
the ſaid Francis Anrefley, had a Verdict and Judgment forall, except 10 Acres thereof, and 
the ſaid Judgment aftirm'd on a Writ of Error jn the Queens-bench at Weſtminſter, and on 
another Writ of Error affirmd in the Lords Houſe ; whereupon the ſaid Dixoz executed 
a Writ of Enquiry of Dammages, and had a Verdi& and Judgment for 4037. 5 s. 2 4, 
And allo upon an Habere facias poſſeſſionem, directed to his Brother, Sir Kz/dare Burrowes, 
then Sheritt of the County of K7z/dare, turn'd the {aid Francis Anrefley out of Pollefſion of 
not only that Part of Tppenar, for which he obtained Yerdift and Judgment, bur alſo out 
of Poſleſſion of the faid 10 Acres, and out of a conſiderable Part of the ſaid Frazcis Anzeſ- 
leys ancient Eſtate, deſcended to him from his Father, and by reafon of Priviledge ot Par- 
lament in that Kingdom, the ſaid Frarcis Anneſley has not been able to get his own an- 
cient Eſtate again, 


In regard therefore that the Money paid for the Purchaſe of the ſaid Land, was app'y'4 
to the Payment of the Publick Debts, and that the ſaid Frazcis Anzeſfley has taken ail the 
Steps he was advis'd by his Council, which hath been very expenſive to him, by means 
whereof he has almoſt ruw'd bimlelt, his Wife, and ſeveral ſmall Children. 


He humbly hopes, the Honourable Houſe of Commons will take his 
Caſe into their Conſiceration, and grant him ſuch Relief 
therein 4s in their great Wiſdom ſhall ſeem micex.
